Section 5# The books of registration in the Pariah of Orleans 
shall conaist of and be Icnown by the following nanes: One precinct 
register^ for each precinct, conseoutlTely numbered to correspond 
with the precinct stub-book for each precinct for male eleotoTs and 
a similar register for female electors; one certificate stub-book 
for each precinct for male electors and a alTtillar certificate atub- 
book for female electors; one delicate certificate stub^book for 
each ward for male electors and a stAilar duplicate eertifioate 
stub-book for female electors and such other booka^ stationery and 
paraphernalia as may be necessary for the proper conduct of the 
Heglstrar*a office* All of eald books, stationery and paraphernalia 
shall be furnished by the City of New Orleans « 

The books of registration in the Parish of Orleans, together 
with all the records, registers, stub^books and all other books and 
parnphemalia used for the eonduot of the Heglstrar*s office shall 
not be removed from the office of the Registrar of Voters for the 
Parish of Orleans for any purposSi except in pursuance with an order 
of the Board of Heglstratlon* 

Applicants for registration in the Parish of Orleans shall be 
received for registration only in the office of the Registrar of 
Voters and no act of any kind necessary or pertaining '^to the regis- 
tration of a voter shall be performed except in the office of the 
Registrar of Voters, except such as may be previously authorized by 
the Board of Registration in facilitating the work of said Registrar 
and the reasonable necessities axiid conveniences of the public; no 
person or persons or officer shall at any time interfere with or 
disturb the Registrar of Voters of the t^arlsh of Orleans in his cus- 
tody and control of the records entrusted to his care and no person, 
persona, officer, officers or anyone else shall be authorized by any 
court to forcibly or otbeirwlse take from the Registrar of Voters 
records of his said office, nor -shall any person, persons, officer, 
officers ar anyone elfle be ©tithbrlzed or oommanded "by any court to 
molest or Interfere with sali^ecords; provided that nothing herein 
shall prevent any cour^^fr^m^zercising competent jurisdiction vested 
by virtue of provisions'^ Section 12 of said Act No«182 of 1921.
